But it was not 
to be; horses and men -were alike dead tired. 
It was now 6.30, and a large amount of ground 
had been covered since twelve o'clock. .The 
rain, too, had begun to fall; in fact, -it-was 
raining as it can only rain ina Natal summer. 
The order was given to retire, which we did, 
the Boers following us at a respectful distance, 
occasionally firing at our rearguard. These 
sort of minor afluirs take plice practically 
every day, The position here is peculiar in the 
extreme, We are, of course, the nearest point 
to Ladysmith that is still held by the British. 
ur gatrison cunsists of some 3,000 men; we 
are assembling stores for the division that is 
woing to relieve Ladysmith, Thg town is 
absolutely at the mercy ofan enemy who choses 
to planta few feld4guns on the’ surrounding’ 
heights, and we are beginning to know the 
value of the Boerartillery, ‘Their yun practice 
i lent, and if their shells were burst even 
ionally our losses, great as they are, would 
have justitied Kruger’s promise that he would 
slagger humanity.

day's fighting was the conduct of the Boers in 
firing oa our wounded, who were painfully 
crawling across the veldt.
